The Philippine Telands, by Joun Foremay, 
‘F.R.G.S. Shesghai, Hongkong. Singapore 
and Yokohama: Kelly and Walsh, Lid. 3rd ed. 
To attempt now to praise “ Foreman’s 

Philippines”, as this book is; now popularly 
called, wonld indeed be to paint the lily. The 
appearauce of a third odition is ia itself an 
indication of the genaral vordict, and it will bo 
auffciont to say, from aroviower's poitit of view, 
that this edition shows signs of having been 
mest garefally brought up to date. [naddition 
to careful revision throeghout, all the facts of 
public interest aud importance that remained 
to ald have Leen iacluded. ; 

For tho benefit of thoxs unfamiliar with the 
work, howevor, wo may repent that ‘there is 
scarcely any branch of knowledye rolating to 
the Philippines to which they will fail to find 
adequate reference somewhero within these six 
hundred poges. Politics, gepyraphy, othnog 
graphy, sociology, commorco, ‘botany, history, 
exploring reminiacene+s, these and ober mattors 
aro faithfully ireviewsd, by on author 
singularly capable, [t ix ax. informing as 
an encyolopmdia ond as intoresting as 
the Pickwick Papers. ‘There iy something 
very forcinating in'the way he tells of the old 
Spanish, Chinese, and British invaders. whe 
went among bloodthirsty and voliant people. 
not. with scientific weapons of precision, but 
aword in hand, man to man, blade against blade, 
and performed so prodigiously. Those wero tho 
days when ‘he mipht keep who had the power, 
and he might toke who could, The Spaniorils 
had not been established five years in Manils 
before they begged permission of their King to 
conquer Vhina, And yet it was not so yory 
long ago; and the hints that Mr. Foreman 
gives of monastic dominnnce and. priestly doings 
vividly recall the eatlier days and ways of: 
which Rabolsis, Boccaccio, and others have left 
records, What a cLange now for the Filipinos, 
their masters no longer pious, superstitions, 
throat-cutting cavaliers, but mora)-maxim- 
‘spouting, hustling get-rich-quick mon. The 
Filipino, still largely influenced by hereditary 
fondocss for the “swedt-do-uothing ”, may well 
feel that he has steppod from tho fire into the 
frying-pan, Mr. Poreman very fairly sppreci- 
ates what both nations have done for. the 
Filipino, All is not plain wailing for the 
damoeratic ideal, however. ‘he “doctrine of 
equality of races”, misundorstood and 6x- 


-aggerated, is “a theory which the | Filipino} 


prololuriat hus interpreted by a self-usgertion 
hitherto unkaown, anda gradual relinquishment 
of that courteous deference towards tho white 
man formorly ob servoble ly every Europeun, 
This democratic doctrine, suddenly launched 
upon the masses, is ‘changing their charactor.

t- PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 


Dealing with the Colony’s Extraordinary 
Pablic Worka, the Hon. Mr, W. Chathem 
writes ag followsconceruing the undermentioned 
buildings’: — 2 

Contral Police Station—This work was 
completed and handed over to the, Police at 
the ond of May, The additional -arcomodation 
afforded consists of tro dormitories for [odin 
Constables (18 beds each); two fur European 
Coustablas (16 beds each); one for Lance 
Sergoant; (5 beds), and two for Sorgeants (2 
beds each). ‘There are also's library, a mess- 
room ant a billiard-room und thre small reoms 
for servants. A wide verandah extunds along 
nearly tle ontire length of the northera 
front. The building is of red brick, plastered 
gatornally aad internally to correspond with the 
old building of which it forma part. The floors 
of the rooms are laid with hardwood boarding 
on hardwood joists and of the verandch with 
cement concrete on rolled joists, All beams 
consist of steal roflud juste. ‘Tho old roof 
Principuls, &e., wore used ag far ns possible and 
new ones provided where necessary: Soveral parts 
of the old building were strengthened in varias 
ways to enable it to support the additional 
storey, and gundry amall olturations ia it were 
effected. The total expenditure under the vale 
was $33,000 and a further sum of $7,570 for 
the altorations and strongthoning of the old 
building was charged to the votv " Miscellanoous 
Works.” 

Ganpowder Dopit, Groen Island, —. This 
work was practically completed at the close of the 
year, [l included the formation of a site ou 
the north-east side of Green Island 1.13 ueres 
in ares, partly by vxeavatingy the hill and 
partly by reclaiming from tha sea. ‘T'o obviate 
the risk of damage to shipping, &c., from an 
explosion of the contents of any of tho. 
maguzines, tho site Las baon protected on the 
seaward side by o rubble mound, 13 feot -in 
hoight, faced with pitched slopes aud extendiag 
into the Lill at coch end, tho magazines being 
thus completely aaclosed’ Within the enclosure 
thus formed, four sepsrate magazines have boon 
built and, in order io limit the effects’ of au 
explosion, should ona unfortunately occur, they 
Lave been separated from cach other by mounds 
of earth E3 feet in height. Each’ magazine 
basa fhopr area of from 286) to Y210 square 
feet aud cousisls of an ordinary brick building. 
one storey in height, with tiled roof. The 
floors, whieh are of coment conercto, aro 
covered with o layer of anphalt and: the 
wicdows oro protected with icon bars. 
Acouss (0. the depot ix pained through an ex- 
‘amination room. formed in the enclosing rubble 
mound, fron which covered ways 6xtond to the 
various magazines, ‘he floors of tha examina. 
tion room and covered ways are alyo tinished 
with o Inyer of ayphalt. A temporary pior has 
boon oractod for landing or shipping explosives 
and will ho replaced by a pormanont ut an early 
data, From tho depot, a path leads to the

A 
considerable amount of the extern) plas! ering 
was done, some of the floors laid and osilings, 
which are of timber, tixed and. most of the 
joiuery wus in readivess for fixing. 

Law Courty, Hore also great difficully 
was experienced”. in obtaining a supply of 
“granite, especially during the, oarlior part of 
the year, with the result that the progrers of the 
‘work wax slow. Owing to the uumorons granite 
‘arches oxtending from the. pillars of the 
colonnade to the main wally, it was not possible 
to proceed with tho brickwork above the level 
of the ft floor until these tad been built aod 
every «ffurl was thovefore made to get the 
granite-work pushed on. It may be mentioned 
{hat each of the .stones in tho pillars of 
the colonnade weighs from 24 to 34 tons and 
much careful dressing ia oeceysary to adapt 
tuom ‘for setting in the work.

By tho close of the year 
nearly all the externul walls wero completed to 
ihe same lovel, the pillars of the colounads were 
built to sa average height of 16 foet and some 
of the axches wero in progress. Tho average 
punber of maxons employed daily was J24, 
In eddition ‘to the stone set. in the 
work, 120 granite balusters were prepared, 
bringing the number. of these reudy for 
fixing up'to 200, 

Post Office—-The contract f.r the founda- 
tiona was noarly, but not ynite completed, com- 
pletion being dolayed by the undertaking of 
additional work. “Quo of the principal items 
was the covering of tho entire area of tho bage- 


mount with asphalt, which was also carried up 
the outside of the main wally, 50 us to prevont 
the percolation of tidal or subsoil water into the 
baement roornsy, ‘which ore to be used for the 
storage of mails, ote. ‘The asphalt was laid on 
a layer of lime concrete 12 inches thick and was 
covered witha layer of cement concrete, 6 inches, 
the thicknoss of the asphalt being jiueh,  Itwas 
also decided: to make provision for a. clock 
tower in the building and this necessitated 
some alterations and additional work in con- 
nection with the foundations. This delayed 
tho completion of the contract, The total 
number: of piles driven bas been 1808, 
of an average length of tt fect 6 inches. A 
contract for the superstractare was outered into 
with Messrs, Sang Lee & Co. on the Ist August. 
Ayuarry from which saitable stone could be 
obtained for the work was selected at Ngau Tan 
Kok, in New Kowloon, and s considerable 
nmount of preparatory work was carried out to 
enablo B good supply to bo obtained, a quantity 
of rough P aqoared blocks being in readiness to 
tronsport to the site when it became available. 
Som brick aud plaster models of the principal 
parts of the stonework were also prepared.

THE NEW EDUCATION BILL. 


A CONCIGU EXPLANATION. 

To facilitate the uudorstanding of the Bill by 
the genoral public now that it is ocouzying tho 
attention of Porlioment avd the country to on 
increasing extunt, a London paper publishes a 
simploand concise explanation of the elomentary 
educational system as it exists in the country at 
present, and of the changes which Mr. Birrell's 
meagure proposes to make: ‘ 

THE BYSTEM ,AS IT NOW EXISTS, 

Tho Bill. does not meddle with the educational 
syatome of Scotland or Ireland, It applies only 
to England and’ Wales. =~ : 

Elementary education is now given under two 
vystems-—in (a) Church schools, and (b) board 
schools, : 

Church schools, known aled as voluntary 
schools, becauga no oe is compelled to sttend 
thom, ‘give special religious instraction; exch 
denomination baving its own partioular schools, 
ila own selocted teachers, and imparting its own 
catechium and crevd, and forms of prayer. 
These schools number 14,074 and educate 
2,584),00') children, 

Board schools rupply knowledge of tho 
Bible, slowentary Christianity: uvceloured by 
any creel; und educate over 2,000,000 children, 

Both kinds of schoold sre now State aided. 

THE PROPOIND NEW SYSTEM. 
Principle T.--- - 

“The. Education Bill stops all State aid to 
Chareh echools (Anglican, Roman Catholic, 
Wesleyan, ote,) after January Ist, 1908, Thos 
no public money will be paid for the tosching 
of distinctive religion.” This is the first curdinol 
privciple of the Bill, : 
Principle IT.— 

Existing Church schools to obtain financial 
sapport must abandon their religious character, 
become like the board achools which have only 
the plein Bible story, and then they will be 
known as “provided scboula”, that ‘in, the 
education authority of ech district will 
“ provide” all aeomsary funds, : 

Tho Church schools must be handod ovor to 
the new system—by willing srrangement if 
possible; if met, thoy. will be taken under 
schemes framed by three Commissioners. ‘This 
yaixes the wholo question of over-riding the 
trusts of Churah schoola. 

‘All dlemantary scboole will thus come under 
complete control of the local authorities. That, 
is the second cardinal principle. 

The p'ain: Bible teaching will be given daily 
between } and 9.45 a.m; but no child will bo 
compelled to attend until 9.45. Thus attendance 
for secular teoching is compulsory, but attend- 
auce for Bible teaching is not compulaory. 

“Loca! authorities” are county gouncily, or 
borough councils, or parish councile. 
Principle ILL. 

“ Raligious tesly"' ave enforced now ia Charch 
scbools for teachers, that they may be quulitied 
to’ give the, denominational roligious teaching. 
The pow system abolishes. and forbids all 
religious tests, and henceforth teachers will be 
sppointed by tho local education authority, and 
without any regard to their religious opinions. 
That isthe third.cardinal principle. . 

Local suthorities may pormit denominations 
to supply religious teaching on two mornings 
each woek, but the denominations must privide 
the. teachers aud pay, oll the expenses, and no 
child shall be compelled to attend. . 

THE “EYTENDED FACILITIES" |CLAUBE, 

Religious teaching. may’ be given—on the 
sam conditions—by permission of the local 
authority in any town having more. than jfive 
thousand inhubitenty every morning. This 
clause, which is known, as’ the * Extended 
Facilities ” Clanvo (Clauae 1V.), was inserted for 
the Roman Catholics and the Jews. It would 
cover all the Jowish schools, 9} por cent. of the 
Roman Catholic schools, 65 per cont. of the 
Wesleyan, and ouly 56, per cent. of the Church 
of England schools.

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WORK UNDER THE BUILDING 
ORDINANCE, 


‘Under this heading the D.P.W. reports :—- 
Astthe result of more oxtendal acquaintances 
with tha Pablic Health and Buildings Ordinance 
of 1903, the plans aubmitted by architects have 
been generally in accordance with its provisions, 
but applications for a modification of one or 
more of these are very numerous and, as nearly 
alt auch applications bavo'to bo roforred Lo the 
Sanitary Board as well os to the Governor in 
Conuoil, the carrying out of the new Ordinance 
inyolves a great desl moro work than the old, 

Plaos.—Plans were Joposited during the 
your for 35 Burop an and 164 Chinese huuses, as 
against 56 Earopese, snd 166 Chinese houses in 
1904. ‘Cf hediminoution inthe numberof new build. 
ings for which plaos were deposited indicates a 
depression in bailding operations, thongh thore 
was a large inoroade in the number of plans for 
the alteratiny orextension of existing buildings, 
"This increase is, however, in ‘grout meusure due 
to the enforcement by the officers of ‘Sanitary 
Board of there provisions of the new Ordinance,

Tha .Nayval Yard~ Hixtension aod Mesars, , 
Butterfield & Swire’s. Shipyard Works were 
in progress througbout ‘the year, In the 
cage of tha formor, the reclamation, outer qnay 
wall and tidal basin were praotically completed 
and substantial progress was made with. the 
coustraction of the graving dock. Several of 
the buildings counscted with the scheme were 
in progress, somo delay being caused in the casa 
of the pump-houso by the failuro of the timbor- 
ing just as tho excavation for tho pump-wolls, 
about 70 feet'in depth, was nearly completed. 
In the case of the Shipyerd Works, the 
reclamation and levelling of the site made goot 
progress and the inner portion of the graving 
dock was completed; work on the entrance, for 
which a very heavy cofferdam was ‘required, 
being in active progress by the close of tie year,
